An  Act  to  consolidate  the  Laws  for  the 
Recovery  of  Arrears  of  Revenue  in  the  "[State 
•of  Tamil  Nadu]. 

Whereas  it  is  advisable  that  (.ho  laws  relating  to  the 
collection  of  the,  public  revenue  should  be  consolidated 
and  simplified  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  :■ — 

1.  The  term  “landholder”  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall 
be  taken  to  comprise  the  following  persons: — 

All  persons  holding  under  a Sanad-i-Milkiyat-i-is- 
timrar,  all  other  Zamindars,  Shrotriyamdars,  Jagirdars, 
Inamdars,  and  all  persons  farming  the  Land  Revenue 
under  *[  the  State  Government].  All  holders  of  land 
under  Ryotwar  settlements,  or  in  any  way  subject  to  the 
payment  of  revenue  direct  to  5 [the  State  Government] . 

r Theao  words  were  substituted  for  the  word  “Madras”  by  th* 
Tamil  Nadu  Adaptation  of  Laws  Order,  1909.  as  amended  by  the 
Tamil  Nadu  Adaptation  of  Laws  (Second  Amendment)  Order, 
1969,  which  came  into  force  on  the  14th  January  1969.

This  Act  was  extended  to,  and  is  in  force  in,  the  areas  to  which 
the  Madras  City  Land  Revenue  (Amendment)  Act,  1867  (Madras 
Act  VI  of  1867)  was  applicable  immediately  before  the  date  of  the 
commencement  of  the  Madras  City  Land-Revenue  and  Revenue 
Recovery  (Amondment)  Act,  1967  (Tamil  Nadu  Act  16  of  1967)  by 
section  3 of  the  latter  Act. 

This  %:t  was  extended  to  the  added  territories  by  section  6 (1), 
ibid  repealing  the  corresponding  law  in  those  territories.

2.  The  land,  the  buildings  upon  it,  and  its  products  Security  for 
shall  be  regarded  as  the  security  of  tho  public  revenue,  revenue. 

3.  Every  landholder  shall  pay  to  the  Collector,  or  Landholder 

other  officer  empowered  by  him  to  receive  it,  the  fa° 

revenue  due  upon  his  land  on  or  before  the  day  on  which  kist  ° pay 
it  falls  due,  according  to  the  kistbandi  or  other  engage- 

ment,  and  where  no  particular  clay  is  fixed,  then 
within  the  time  when  the  payment  falls  due  according 
to  local  usage:  Provided  that,  except  where  property 
is  held  under  a Sanad-i -Milkiyat-i-istimrar  or  other 
similar  instrument,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  Board  of 
of  Revenue,  by  notification  published  in  the  District 
Gazette,  to  alter  and  fix,  from  time  to  time,  the  amount  an,i  fjates  of 
of  the  several  kists  or  instalments,  and  the  dates  at  payment, 
whioh  they  shall  respectively  become  payable

4.  When  the  whole  or  portion  of  a kist  shall  not  be  Arrear  of 
bo  paid,  the  amount  of  the  kist  or  of  its  unpaid  portion  revenue, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  arrear  of  revenue.

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5.  Whenever  revenue  may  be  in  arrear,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Collector,  or  other  officer  empowered  by 
the  Collector  in  that  behalf,  to  proceed  to  recover  the 
arrear,  together  with  interest  and  costs  of  process,  by 
the  sale  of  the  defaulter’s  movable  and  ‘immovable 
property,  or  by  execution  against  the  person  of  the 
defaulter  in  manner  hereinafter  provided 

r • 

6.  If  the  defaulter  hold  under  a M-Milkiyat-i- 

istimrar  or  other  similar  instrumei-  v ‘ode  of 

recovering  the  arrear  shall  be  in  accorav/."nn  with  the 
terms  of  such  Sanad.  In  the  case  of  other  defaulters, 
the  Collector,  or  other  officer  empowered  by  the  Collector 
in  that  behalf,  may  at  his  discretion,  proceed  to  realize 
the  arrear  by  the  sale  of  either  the  movable  or  immov- 
able property  of  the  defaulter,  or  of  both. 

7.  Arrears  of  revenue  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
6 per  eent  per  annum. 

8.  In  the  seizure  and  sale  of  movable  property  for 
arrears  of  revenue,  the  following  rules  shall  be 
observed  : — 

First. — The  Collector,  or  other  officer  empowered  by 
the  Collector  in  that  behalf,  shall  furnish  to  the  person 
employed  to  distrain  the  property  of  a defaulter,  a 
demand  in  writing  and  signed  with  his  name,  specify- 
ing the  name  of  the  defaulter,  the  amount  of  the  arrear 
for  which  the  distress  may  be  issued,  and  the  date  on 
which  the  arrear  fell  due.  The  person  employed  to 
distrain  shall  produce  the  writing  which,  if  the  arrear 
together  with  the  batta  due  to  him,  under  section  53, 
be  not  at  once  paid,  shall  be  his  authority  for  making 
the  distress,  and  on  the  day  on  which  the  property  may 
be  distrained,  shall  deliver  a copy  of  such  writing  to 
the  defaulter,  endorsing  thereon  a list  or  inventory 
of  the  property  distrained,  and  the  name  of  the  plaoe 
where  it  may  be  lodged  or  kept.

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Second. — The  writing  shall  further  set  forth  that  Writing  to 
the  distrained  property  will  be  immediately  brought  Strained th* 
to  public  sale,  unless  the  amount,  with  interest,  batta,  property  wan 
and  all  the  expenses  of  the  distress,  be  previously  dis-  s°ld- 
oharged.  , 

Third. — When  a defaulter  may  be  absent,  a oopy  of  servioe  wham 
the  Writing,  with  the  endorsement,  shall  be  fixed  or  defaulter  u 
left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  or  on  the  premises 
where  the  property  may  have  been  distrained,  before 
the  expiration  of  the  third  day,  calculating  from  the  day 
ofthe  distress. 

9-  When  the  amount  due  shall  not  have  been  paid  Procedure  when 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  demand,  and  no  arrange- 
ment  for  securing  the  same  shall  have  been  entered afternotiee!*^ 
into  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Collector  or  other  officer 
empowered  by  the  Collector  in  that  behalf,  the  dis- 
trainer shall  transmit  an  inventory  of  the  property 
distrained  to  the  nearest  public  officer  empowered  to 
sell  distrained  property,  under  Act  VII  of  1839*,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  publicly  sold  for  the  discharge 
of  the  arrear  due,  with  interest,  batta,  and  cost  of 
distraint. 

10.  Where  a defaulter  may  tender  payment  of  the  tende*  of 
arrear  demanded  after  his  property  may  have  been 
distrained,  and  prior  to  the  day  fixed  for  sale,  together  prior  to  sale, 
with  payment  of  interest,  batta,  and  all  necessary 
expenses  attending  distress,  the  distrainer  shall  receive  1 

the  amount  immediately  upon  the  same  being  tendered, 
and  shall  forthwith  release  the  property. 

11.  The  distrainer  attaching  the  crops  or  ungathered  Distrained  ervpa 
products  ofthe  land  belonging  to  a defaulter,  may  cause  how  d<Mjt  wi“- 
them  to  be  sold  when  fit  for  reaping  or  gathering,  or  at 

his  option,  may  cause  them  to  be  reaped  or  gathered  in 
due  season  and  stored  in  proper  places  until  sold.  In 
the  latter  case,  the  expense  of  reaping  or  gathering  and 
storing  such  crops  or  products  shall  be  defrayed  by 
the  owner  upon  his  redeeming  the  property,  or  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  in  the  event  of  its  being  sold. 


* The  Tamil  Nadu  Bent  and  Bevehue  Sales  Act,  1838. 
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When  crops  or  products  belonging  to  a tenant  shall  have 
been  sold,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  tenant  to  deduct 
the  value  of  the  crops  or  products  so  sold  from  any 
rent  which  may  be  due  by  him,  then  or  afterwards,  to 
the  defaulter,  in  respect  of  the  land  on  which  such 
crops  or  products  have  been  grown.  It  shall  also  be 
lawful  for  a tenant  whose  crops  are  attached  for  an 
aweara  andT  arrear  of  revenue  to  pay  the  arrear  and  deduot  the 
terminate  amount  in  the  aforesaid  manner  from  any  rent  due 
attaohment.  by  him,  then  or  afterwards. 

Distrained  12.  The  distrainer  shall  not  work  the  bullocks  or 

notf  tf/be^usad.  cattle,  or  make  use  of  the  goods  or  effects  distrained; 

he  shall  provide  the  necessary  food  for  the  cattle  or 
livestock,  the  expense  attending  which  shall  be  defrayed 
by  the  owner  upon  his  redeeming  the  property,  or  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  in  the  event  of  its  being  sold. 

Recovery  of  loss  13.  Where  property  distrained  may  be  stolen  or  lost, 
r«spect*of*Cfc  10  or  damaged  by  reason  of  the  necessary  precautions  for 
distrained  its  due  preservation  not  having  been  taken,  or  from 
property.  its  having  been  improperly  worked  or  made  use  of,  the 
amount  of  such  loss  or  damage  shall  be  recoverable  by 
summary  process  by  the  Collector  from  the  officer 
whose  neglect  or  act  occasioned  the  loss  or  damage, 
and  the  amount  when  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the 
person  damnified. 

Distress  to  be  14.  The  distress  levied  shall  not  be  excessive,  that  is 
proportionate  to  say,  the  property  distrained  shall  be  as  nearly  as 
to  the  arrear.  possible  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  the  arrear. 

Articles  5[14-A.  The  following  articles  shall  not  be  distrained 

fronTdistraint  ^or  arrears  revenue,  namely  : — 

(a)  the  necessary  wearing  apparel,  cooking 
vessels,  beds  and  bedding  of  the  defaulter  or  of  his 
wife  and  children,  and  such  personal  ornaments  of  a 
woman  as  in  accordance  with  religious  usage  cannot  be 
parted  with  by  her.

> sunset  and  not  otherwise.  dirtnfa. 

16.  Where  a defaulter  may  make  a fraudulent  for 
conveyance  of  property  to  prevent  the  distress  for  fraudulent 

! ' arrears,  any  Civil  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  upon 
proof  thereof,  shall  summarily  cause  the  property  to  be 
delivered  up  to  the  distrainer.  The  defaulter  will 
further  be  liable  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  section 
424  of  the  Indian  Penal  Code. 

17.  Where  any  person,  not  being  a defaulter  or 

responsible  for  a defaulter,  may  claim  a right  to  the  ^ 

property  distrained,  and  the  distrainer  may,  notwith-  sold, 
standing,  cause  the  same  to  be  sold,  suoh  claimant,  on 

proof  of  such  right  in  any  Civil  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  and  in  the  event  of  the  distrainer  being 
unable  to  prove  the  responsibility  for  the  arrear  of 
revenue,  on  account  of  which  the  property  may  have 
been  sold,  shall  recover  from  the  distrainor  the  full  value 
of  suoh  property,  with  interest,  costs  and  damages, 
aooording  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  But  claims 
to  crops  upon  the  ground  or  to  gathered  products  of  the 
ground  attached,  in  the  possession  of  the  defaulter, 
whether  founded  upon  a previous  sale,  mortgage,  ot 

otherwise,  shall  not  bar  the  prior  claim  of  revenue  due  j. ^ ^ 

from  the  ground  upon  which  such  crop  or  product  may  th«  am 
have  been  grown. 


18.  Where  it  may  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  p,nftltr 
Civil  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  that  any  person  forcibly  or 
has  forcibly  or  clandestinely  taken  away  property  once  clandestinely 
distrained,  the  Court  may  summarily  cause  suoh  di*^ntd*r 
property  to  be  restored  to  the  distrainer.  ’ The  offender  property. 
ce*tr»i  will  further  be  liable  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  the 
Penal  Cods,

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"19.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for’ the  distrainer  to  foroe 
open  any  stable, oow-house, granary,  godown,  out-houae, 
or  other  building,  and  he  may  also  enter  any  dwelling 
house  the  outer  door  of  which  may  be  open,  and  may 
break  open  the  door  of  any  room  in  such  dwelling 
house  for  the  purpose  of  attaching  property  belonging 
to  a defaulter  and  lodged  therein;  provided  always 
that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such  distrainer  to  break 
open  or  enter  any  apartment  in  such  dwelling  'house 
Appropriated  for  the  zenana  or  residence  of  womenr 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.  ,.:~ 


20.  Where  a distrainer  may  have  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  property  of  a defaulter  is  lodged  within  a dwel- 
ling house,  the  outer  door  of  which  may  he  shut,  or 
within  any  apartments  appropriated  to  women, 
which,  by  the  usage  of  the  country,  are  considered, » 
private,  such  distrainer  shall  represent  the  same  to  the  ' 
officer  in  oharge  of  the  nearest  Police  station.  On  shell  ‘ 
representation,  the  officer  in  oharge  of  the  said  station 
shall  send  a polioe  officer  to  the  spot,  in  the  presenoe 
of  whom  the  distrainer  may  force  open  the  outer  door 
of  such  dwelling  house,  in  like  maimer  as  he  may  break 
open  the  door  of  any  room  within  the  house  except  the  , • 
zenana.  The  distrainer  may  also,  in  the  presenoe 
of  the  police-officer,  after  due  notice  given  for  the 
removal  of  women  within  a zenana,  and  after  furnishing  , 

; means  for  their  removal  in  a suitable  manner  (if  they 
be  women  of  rank,  who,  according  to  the  customs  of  the 
country  cannot  appear  in  public),  enter  the  mnana 
apartments  for  the  purpose  of  distraining  the  defaulter’s 
property  deposited  therein,  but  suoh  property,  if  found, 
shall  be  immediately  removed  from  suoh  apartments 
after  which  they  shall  be  left  free  to  the  former 
occupants. 

21.  Persons  entering  the  apartments  of  women,  or 
forcing  open  the  outer  door  of  dwelling  houses,  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall,  on  oonviotion 
before  a Magistrate,  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
Rupees  500,,  or  to  imprisonment  of  either  description  j 
for  any  period  not  exceeding, six, months.. 
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• » 

22.  The  publio  officer,  empowered  under  Act  VII  Proclamation  of 
of  1839*  to  sell  distrained  property,  shall  cause  to  be  time  of  sale,  and 
affixed  to  the  outer  door  of  the  defaulter’s  house,  or  £«  Joidu*'^  4° 
on  the  premises  where  the  property  may  have  been 
distrained,  a list  of  the  property  to  be  sold, with  a notice 
specifying  the  place  where,  and  the  day  and  hour  at 
which  the  distrained  property  will  be  sold  and  shall 
oause  proclamation  of  the  intended  sale  to  be  made  * 

by  beat  of  drum  in  the  village  to  which  the  lands  on 
which  the  arrear  has  accrued  may  belong,  and  in 
such  place  or  places  as  the  Collector  or  other  officer 
empowered  by  the  Collector  in  that  behalf,  may  consi- 
der necessary  to  give  due  publicity  to  the  sale.  No  sale 
shall  take  place  until  after  the  expiration  of  a period 
of  fifteen  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  notice  may 
be  so  affixed: 

1 [Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  to  prevent  the  sale  of  any  distrained  property 
which  is  subject  to  speedy  and  natural  decay  at  any 
time  after  the  date  on  which  the  notice  may  be  so 
affixed.] 


23.  At  the  appointed  time,  the  property  shall  be  sale  bow  oon- 
put  up  in  one  or  more  lots,  as  the  said  officer  may  consi-  duoted- 
der  advisable,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  to  the  highest 
bidder.  Where  the  property  may  sell  for  more  than  the 
amount  of  the  arrear,  the  overplus,  after  deducting 
expenses  of  process  and  interest,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
defaulter. 


24.  The  property  shall  be  paid  for  in  ready  money  at  Payment  on 
the  time  of  the  sale,  or  as  soon  after  as  the  officer  hoi- 
ding, the  sale  shall  appoint,  and  the  purchaser  shall  not  p^ty. 
v be  permitted  to  carry  away  any  part  of  the  property 

until  he  has  paid  for  the  same  in  full.  Where  the  pur-  Be-saie  in  cei« 
chaser  may  fail  in  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  of  default, 
the  property  shall  be  re-sold,  and  the  defaulting  pur- 
chaser  shall  be  liable  for  any  loss  arising,  as  well  as  the 
expenses  incurred,  on  the  re-sale.  Where  the  property 
. may,  on  the  second  sale,  sell  for  a higher  price  than  at

mit«4  prior  to  by  the  Collector  in  that  behalf,  proceeds  to  attach  the 
•tteohauet  ot  kmd  of  the  defaulter,  or  buildings  thereon,  he  shall 
cause  a written  demand  to  be  served  upon  the 
defaulter,  specifying  the  amount  due,  the  estate  or 
land  in  respect  of  which  it  is  claimed,  the  name  of  the 
party  in  arrear,  the  batta  due  to  the  person  who  shall 
serve  the  demand,  and  the  time  allowed  for  payment, 
which  shall  be  fixed  with  reference  to  the  distance  from 
the  land  on  which  the  arrear  is  due  to  the  place  at 
which  the  money  is  to  be  paid.  Such  demand  shall  be 
served  by  delivering  a copy  to  the  defaulter, or  to  some 
adult  male  member  of  his  family  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode,  or  to  his  authorized  agent,  or  by  affixing  a 
copy  thereof  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  his  last 
known  residence,  or  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  the 
land  about  to  be  attached.

27.  The  attachment  shall  be  effected  by  affixing  a 
notice  thereof  to  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  land.
